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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the argument filed 5/25/05, Examiner notes that no claims are amended, 
cancelled or added. Claims 1-5, 14-18 and 29-32 are pending for examination. Claims 6-13 and 
19-28 are withdrawn from consideration. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-5, 14-18 and 29-32 are rejected under 35 USC § 102 (b) as being anticipated by 
Hartrick et al (US. 5,428,529). 

4. Hartrick has been cited as prior arts in the last office action. The teachings that applicable 
are respectfully maintained and incorporated by reference as set forth in the last office action. 

5. Applicant's argument filed 5/25/05 has been fully considered but found unpersuasive. In 
the remark applicant argued in substance that. 

6. Language of the claims call for interrogates an electronic message to detect a human 
readable access restriction notice. Applicant does not dispute whether Hartrick capable of 
detecting human readable access restriction or code but rather directs to an underline how the 
detection is conducted. However, whether both system are different in detecting the access code 
is not the issue in hand, applicant should note that there may be some differences in principal of 
applicant's disclosure and the prior art, but the claimed inventions that examiner must address 
not the specification. Now let turn to the claims' language, it call for detecting human readable 
restrict access code. Hartrick, in figure 1 , label numbers 40 and 42, clearly illustrates human- 
readable restrict access code, e.g., "© copyright" and "DO NOT COPY". Beside the instant 
specification does not even explicitly define how exactly the detection is accomplished, it 
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vaguely stated "An ownership notice may be detected by comparing one or more characters in 
the electronic message to one or more stored ownership notice representations." (Emphasis 
Added, See spec. Page 2.) "If the electronic message contains computer-readable characters 
(e.g., text represented by ASCII codes) (step 60), characters in the message are compared to one 
or more stored access restriction notice (step 62). For example, if the electronic message contain 
an e-mail message of text document for copy right notice symbol ©)." (Emphasis Added, See 
spec. Page 4.) Examiner failed to see how the cited passages would preclude any other ways of 
detecting human readable restriction code, such as suggested by Hartrick. Since Hartrick's 
restricted access code, even thought if true, is detected from the tag, but the tag is also Computer 
readable characters, i.e., text represent by ASCII codes, and it is also compared with stored 
retraction access, e.g. CPR is mapped to COPYRIGHT (See fig. 4). By the rationale set forth, 
applicant's argument is not persuasive.
